Friday  nights  'til  9.  Closed  Thanksgiving,  Christmas,  and  all  Mon- 
days except  holidays,  Massachusetts  school  vactions  weeks,  and 
Mondays  May  1  to  Labor  Day,  when  hours  are  9  to  5.

The  Museum  at  Science  Park  can  be  reached 
by  auto  from  the  north  via  McGrath  and 
O'Brien  Highways;  from  the  west  by  Storrow 
Drive,  Boston  or  Memorial  Drive,  Cambridge; 
and  from  the  south  by  the  Southeast  Express- 
way. Parking  available  at  reasonable  fees.
